They concentrate the most ; 


fruit flavor and sugar in the smallest ' 
amount of space and in any kind of a , 
container. 
The butters can be stored i 


at home and shipped to the absent one 
In small quantities. 


The following recipes have been test- 


ed by government experts: 


APPLE BUTTER 


Is made by boiling down sweet cider 
to half its original quantity, then add- 
ing apples which have been peeled and 
sliced. 


It takes about 
erjunl 
amounts of 


sweet cider and peeled and sliced ap- 
ples to make butter of the right con- 
sistency. 


Two things essential to making" good 


apple butter are: Long, slow cooking 
(4 to 6 hours), and constant stirring. 


Sugar should he added after the 


cooking of cider and apples is about 
two-thirds done. 
About a pound is 


the usual amount per gallon of apple 
butter. 
Apple butter is spiced according to 


preference, about half a teaspoonful 
each of ground cinnamon, cloves, and 
allspice for each gallon being a com- 
mon mixture. 
These are stirred into 


it when cooking iD finished. 


While 
boiling 
hot, 
apple 
butter 


should be packed 
in hot 
sterilized 


glasses, glass jars, or 
hermetically 


sealed stone jars, or crocks with tight- 
ly fitting covers, and bo sterilized in 
steam as follows: 
Set the containers, 


filled and with tops on. In a vessel 
fitted with false 
bottom and deep 


enough to hold them, pour in a little 
water, put on the cover to hold In the 
steam and Get over the fire. 


After the steam has escaped 5 min- 


utes (10 minutes for half gallon, or 15 
for larger containers) take the con- 
tainers out to cool. 
Do not disturb 


the covers until the butter is to be 
used. 
If the covers do not fit tight- 


ly place waxed or oiled paper in them 
to make a tight fit before sterilizing 
is done. 


PEACH BUTTER 


Put the peaches in a wire basket 


and dip in boiling water a few sec- 
onds until the skin slips. 
Then dip 


into cold watei- and peel and pit the 
fruit. 
Masrh the pulp and cook In Its 


: own juice. 
If 
it Is coarse put 
it 


' through a coltnder 
or 
coarse 
wire 


sieve. 
To each measure of pulp add 


1 one-half measure of sugar, cnok slow- 
1 ly and stir frequently until the prod- 
! uct is of the desired thickness.

The set 
of gears should be called the gearset. 
or change-speed gearset, a practice 
which is being followed in engineering 
journals.
